Mrs. Daughson lives on a farm ju st 
south of the city, and Mrs. Zeiglin 
had frequently endeavored to arouse 
the tem per of her neighbor by vari­ 
ous m eans, the most effectual being 
the claim 
th at she (Mrs. Zeiglini 
could take Mrs. Daugson’s husband 
away from his wife any tim e she 
wished. 
Mrs. Daughson finally appealed to 
the courts and Mrs. Zeiglin was fined 
$300 for trespassing upon the Daugh­ 
son property anti' Iu d ting trouble. As 
soon as she paid the fine Mrs. Zeiglin 
drove out to the Daughson 
home, 
sm arting under the loss of money, 
and the criticism at the trial judge.

A good m other’s 
counsel is never forgotten by the man 
who makes his career a success. He 
cannot forget it and succeed. 
The 
population and the morals of our big 
cities would probably deteriorate but 
for the constant influx of new blood 
furnished 
by 
vigorous and sturdy 
young manhood and womanhood from 
the country. 
Train up a child in the way he 
should go, and if there is anything in 
him, city life won’t spoil him for use­ 
fulness to the world; if he has enough 
talents and energy his reward will 
undoubtedly be greater in the larger 
field. 
There are tragedies and fail­ 
ures in rural communities as well as 
In the cities. 
The dunce, the idler, 
and the characterless and shiftless 
man are doomed to failure anywhere.

It takes 22 trucks to 
fill the tunnel and it is ju st four hours 
from the time the first truck is placed 
inside the tunnel until it comes out 
a t the other end. burned and cooled 
and ready for shipm ent 
A fter this, 
one truck is placed inside and one 
taken out 
every 15 minutes. 
The 
advantages derived are economy in 
fuel and a great saving of time.

now requires about 18 hours to burn 
a kiln, while the ware in th# “Climax” 
is burned in four hours, it is claimed 
The kiln has been used with suc­ 
cess in England, where it was exam ­ 
ined last sum m er by O. C. Vodrey, 
Frank Sebring and other m anufactur- ' 
ers of this city.

INVENTOR COES INSANE. 


Justice Jerome Scathingly Sizes 
Up Jones, the Self-Confessed 
Murderer. 


SAYS PATRICK CAN’T BE HELD 


Unless the Prosecution Produces Cor­ 


roborative Evidence— Patrick Shows 


Nerve by Reading Some of the Evi­ 


dence Himself In Open Court. 


Kew York, April 5.—There were at 
Toast two incidents during the cross- 
■examination of Charles K. .jones, the 
■valet secretary of Milionaire William 
Marsh Rice, which 
rose above th<j 
ordinary. 
One was a remark made 
by Justice Jerome, who presides at 
the hearing, 
and 
which 
probably 
shows why Lawyer Patrick, accused 
with Jones of the murder of the for­ 
mer Texan has all along taken the 
accusations of Jones against himself 
with a demeanor almost bordering on 
contem pt. 
Attorney Moore, for the defense, 
bad asked that when 
the hearing 
closed for the day it be not resumed 
until Tuesday. 
Justice Jerome seem­ 
ed willing and then addod: 
“It is necessary that Jones’ testi­ 
mony es to this murder should be cor­ 
roborated. 
He boing a self-confessed 
accomplice, his testimony 
alone is 
not enough upon which to hold Pat 
rick. 
“We understand that and we sup­ 
pose the district attorney does. too. ’ 
Last night those who were watch­ 
ing the case closely were wondering 
what 
corroborative 
testimony 
tin' 
state will introduce to sustain the 
statem ents of Jones. 
The other incident brought out in 
the clearest light was the indomita­ 
ble nerve of Lawyer Patrick, 
in the 
face of the reiterated story of Jones 
that Patrick had instigated the forg­ 
eries and the actual murder the latte.* 
took his place in the court proceed­ 
ings with the utmost nonchalance 
At. one point it became 
necessary 
that a statem ent made by Jones be 
read, and it was given into the hands 
of one of the counsel for the defense 
for that purpose. This was the state­ 
ment in which the valet claimed P at­ 
rick killed Rice and which he had 
since denied. 
The reader hesitated 
and stumbled over the written words. 
Suddenly Patrick spoke up, exclaim­ 
ing, “Hero. I guess I can make it out; 
i’ll read it." 
This was agreed to. and in a loud, 
clear voice he read: 
“ ‘P.’ g;*t a towel and sponge and 
saturated the sponge with a colorless 
liquid he had in a bottle. 
Then he 
went Into the room where ‘It.’ lay in 
bed. 
I (Jones) was not in the room, 
but opened the door and peeped in. 
“ ‘P.’ was standing over ’R.’ with 
'he cone-shaped towel in his hand 
and he pressed it down over ‘R.'s’ 
face. 
Patrick was still reading, with no 
show of emotion, when Justice Jerome 
ordered a recess for luncheon. 
Tho TV and ‘Rs’ in the statem ent 
stand for Patrick and Rice. 
At another point in the proceed­ 
ings Justice Jerome gave his estimate 
of Jones with c h ara cterist terseness. 
Attorney Moore had been racking the 
witness with questions, all tending to 
bring out the valet’s lying propensi­ 
ties. 
He showed that Jones had lie I 
to and deceived his own father when 
the latter called on him in the hov 
pital after he had attempted suicide;, 
that he had told untruths to Assist­ 
ant District Attorney Osborne, and 
that he had lied to his own counsel. 
Here Justice Jerome struck in with 
the remark: 
“This witness is a weak, wicked 
and unfortunate man. 
He is a seLf- 
ronfesscd murderer and deserves con­ 
tempt, but I won’t allow you to insult 
him.’’ 
There was very little new matter 
brought out at the hearing. 
The 
whole of the 
cross-examination of 
Mr. Moore, who is Patrick’s personal 
counsel, was confined to showing up 
Jones as a man who could not be be 
lieved. 
When court adjourned It was 
until next Tuesday.

New York. April 5.—There were at

examination of Charles K. .jones, the 
■valet secretary of Milionaire William 
Marsh Rice, which 
ordinary.

accusations of .Jones against himself 
with a demeanor alm ost bordering on 
‘contempt. 
Attorney Moore, for the defense, 
had asked that when 
tho hearing 
closed for tho day it be not resumed 
until Tuesday. 
Justice Jerom e seem­ 
ed willing and then added: 
“It is necessary that Jones’ testi­ 
mony us to this murder should be cor­ 
roborated. 
Ile being a self-confessed 
accomplice, bis testimony 
alone is 
not enough upon which to hold Pat­ 
rick. 
“ We understand that and we sup­ 
pose the district attorney docs. too. ’ 
Last night those who were watch­ 
ing the case closely wore wondering 
what 
corroborative 
testimony 
tho 
state will introduce to sustain the 
statem ents of Jones. 
The other incident brought out in 
the clearest light was the indomita­ 
ble nerve of Lawyer Patrick. 
In the 
face of the reiterated story of Jones 
that Patrick had instigated the forg­ 
eries and the actual murder the latter 
took his place in the court proceed­ 
ings with tho utmost nonchalance. 
At one point it became 
necessary 
that a statem ent made by Jones be 
road, and it was given into the hands 
of one of the counsel for the defense 
for that purpose. 
This was the state­ 
ment in which the valet claimed P at­ 
rick killed Rice and which he had 
since denied. 
The reader hesitated 
and stumbled over the written words. 
Suddenly Patrick spoke up, exclaim­ 
ing, “Here, I guess I can make it out: 
I’ll read it." 
This was agreed to. and in a loud. 
clear voice he read: 
“ 'IV got a towel and sponge arid 
saturated the sponge with a colorless 
liquid he had in a bottle. 
Then he 
went into the room where ‘It.’ lay in 
bed. 
I (Jones) was not in the room, 
but opened tho door and peeped in. 
“ TV was standing over ‘R.’ 
Mio cone-shaped towel iii his 
and ho pressed it down over 
face. 
Patrick was still reading, with no 
show of emotion, when Justice Jerome 
ordered a recess for luncheon. 
The T V and ‘Rs’ in the statement 
stand for Patrick and Rice. 
At another point in the proceed­ 
ings Justice Jerome gave his estimate 
of Jones with c h a ra c te ris t terseness. 
Attorney Moore had been racking the 
witness with questions, all tending to 
bring out the valet’s lying propensi­ 
ties. 
He showed that Jones had lie i 
to and deceived his own father when 
the latter called on him in the hair 
pital after he had attempted suicide;, 
that he had told untruths to Assist­ 
ant District Attorney Osborne, and 
that he had lied to his own counsel. 
Here Justice Jerome struck in with 
the remark: 
“This witness is a weak, wicked 
and unfortunate man. 
He is a self- 
confessed murderer and deserves con­ 
tempt., but I won’t allow you to insult 
him.” 
There was very little now matter 
brought out at the hearing. 
The 
whole of the 
cross-examination 
of 
Mr. Moore, who is Patrick’s persona! 
counsel, was confined to showing up 
Jones as a man who could not be be­ 
lieved. 
When court adjourned it was 
until next Tuesdqj.

The rural free delivery mail routes 
are about to be established in the 
northern part of Columbiana county. 
This cannot fail to be a blessing to 
the people along the routes and yet, 
we are told, objections are 
being 
raised. 
Even one newspaper, which 
usually 
displays sounder 
judgment, 
doubts if free delivery will be a bene- j 
fit. The farmers, it says, getting their 
mail regularly, and depending upon 
the carriers to do some of their small j 
errands in town, will visit the stores 
less frequently and business may suf­ 
fer. 
This is ridiculous reasoning. 
The farm ers will eat just as much 
aud their grocery bills will be just as 
heavy, no m atter whether they go io 
town twice a week or twice a month. 
And the sam e Is true of the other sup­ 
plies which they purchase from the 
local m erchants. 
Perhaps they will 
be seen less frequently in the* stores, 
but when they do come they will m ake 
larger purchases. How the m erchants 
are going to lose anything we fail to 
see. 
Then think of the advantages to the 
farmer, for whose benefit the rural 
delivery system is devised and put in 
operation. 
He is brought in cloes 
touch with the world. 
He can get his 
daily paper the day it is printed w ith­ 
out leaving his work to go to the post 
office for it. 
He can keep himself 
closely informed on m arket conditions 
aud the world’s news in general. 
He 
will have more leisure to read, be­ 
cause he will save the time formerly 
taken up in trips to the store. 
Rural free delivery is no longer an 
experiment. It has been tried in nearly ; 
every state in the union, aud has been 
a success. 
Few communities fail to 
appreciate its advantages; or if they 
do so at the start the practical work­ 
ings of the system soon dispose of all 
objections. 
It is a success elsewhere 
and it will be in Columbiana county. 
It is a promoter of pleasure, comfort 
and education. 
Under it the farm ers

It is also an inducement to improve 
the roads, for the government will not 
establish a route over rabbit paths 
aud holes In the mud.
